Weekly, August 24, 1861, shows that a great 
change has taken place in the spirit of that 
paper. It expresses the generaL sentiment 
of the North, notwithstanding the outpour- 
ings of a few crazy men, who, like Seces- 
sionists, make a noise vastly disproportion- 
ate to their numbers: “The London Times 
and other European papers assure us we 
would have the hearty sympathy of Europe 
if we proclaimed emancipation to the slaves 
The Toronto Globe and other Canadian 
journals, in like manner, are severe upon 
the Government for not making an end of 
slavery at once. It is a good deal easier to 
talk about emancipation than to effect it. 
In the first place, neither Congress nor the 
Administration have any more power to free 
the slaves in Virginia, than to confiscate 
cattle in New England. The control of the 
institution of slavery is by the Constitution 
reserved to the States in which it exists, 
and as late as last Marc i, Congress almost 
unanimiusly declared that it had no author- 
ity to interfere with it in any 3 tate. In the 
second place, four of the fifteen slave States 
— Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, and 
Missouri — must be classed as loyal. The 
contest, therefore, though mainly growing 
oat of the institution of slavery, is not a 
struggle between free States and slave 
States, or between Abolition and slavery. 
For the sake of Kentucky and Missouri it 
would be impolitic, if it were constitutional, 
for the Government to convert the war into 
a war of emancipation.” 

Mobr Fruits- of Secession. — Three 
families reached Louisville yesterday, who 
were bauished from Hickman county, Ky , 
on account of their Union sentiments. 
They were bound for Oldham and Shelby 
counties. They left their homae- with suoh 
articles as they could bring, leaving behind 
their farms and crops. They report that 
about fifty families left the coanty at the 
same time they did. This is the freedom 
and toleration sf the white rag peace party 
of Kentneky, where they obtain a decided 
majority. Two sons of one sf the gentle 
men who arrived, were secreted and e-eut 
forward, the night before the family left, to 
avoid being impressed by the- Secessionists 
into the Confederate army.

8t. Loui9, August 21 — The correspond- 
ent of the St. Louis Democrat, writing from 
Canton Copper Mines, Franklin county, 
Mo., on the 20ih, furnishes the following 
intelligence : 

A Sergeant belonging to Company Second, 
United States Dragoons, arrived here to- 
day, having eecaped from the rebels, by 
whom he was taken prisoner in the late 
battle near 8pringheld. He reports that 
McCulloch was mortally wounded, and died 
at Springfield the morning after the battle 
His body waB placed in a tin-lined coffin, 
which was filed with whieky and closely 
sealed, and sent southward on Tuesday 
evening, accompanied by bis body guard 
and a lew companies of soldiers. 

He says Oen. Price was badly wounded, 
and thinks he will not be able to take oom- 
mand|again soon. 

The rebels were reinforced Saturday 
night after the battle by 9,000 men under 
McBride, very many of whom had no 
arms. • 

It was current among the rebels that 
10,000 of their army would make forced 
marches on Jefferson City and take it. 

My informant says the last charges by 
the Kansas and Iowa regulars and the dra- 
goons forced the enemy to retreat three 
miles, where they waited till night in con- 
stant expectation of again being attacked. 
He Bays two more regiments would have 
driven the rebel army into Arkansas. The 
terrible havoc made by Totten’s and Dubois' 
batteries filled them with dismay. He 
thinks six thousand a low estimate of their 
killed and wounded. The troops with 
whom this dragoon traveled kept him in 
ignorance of the route they pursued, but 
told him they were going to join General 
Pillow. From the description of the conn 
try through which they moved it is believed 
they were making for some point near Pilot 
Knob. 

St. Louis, August 21. — General Price’s 
official report of the battle near Springfield 
says the Missouri forces in that engagement 
numbered 5,221, of which 156 were killed 
and 51C wounded. Among the killed are 
Colonel Weightman, Colonel Brown, Adju 
tant Bennett, Captain Blackwell, Lieut 
Colonel Austin, Captain Eugart, Lieutenant 
Hughes, Captain Farris, Captain Halleck, 
Lieutenant Haskins, Captain Coleman, Maj 
Rogers, and Colonel Allen. Wounded : 
Brigadier-General Clark, Col. Burbridge, 
Col. Foster, Captains Nichols, Dougherty, 
Armstrong, and Wmigs, Col. Kelly, Col 
Cawthorn, and Captain McCarty. Many of 
the wounds, both of officers and men, are 
reported to be mortal. 

General Price makes no mention of Gen 
McCulloch’s forces in the battle. 

The entire rebel army had been ordered 
to move forward on Lyon in four columne 
at nine o’clock on the night previous to the 
battle, so as to surround Springfield and 
begin a simultaneous attack at daybreak, 
but the order was countermanded in conse- 
quence of the darkness of the night and a 
threatened storm. 

St. Louis, August 21 — The Committee 
of 8afety appointed by General Pupe in 
Calloway, Lincoln and Pike counties report 
satisfactory accounts of affairs in tneir 
counties. Many lawless characters have 
been driven out of that region, and counties 
along the river, being deprived tf their 
presence, are beooming quiet and settled. 

Wa9Hibgtow, August 21 — Special to the 
N. Y. Fort . — The Navy Department enter- 
tains no doubt of its ability to keep open 
the navigation of the Potomac, which is 
uninterrupted, and vessels are constantly 
arriving. 

The statements of Russell, of ihe London 
Times, that there was bo band to hand 
fighting, and no battery taken by our troopB 
at Stone Bridge, is denied here by high 
military authority. Mr. Rutsell’s report 
that the Smithsonian legacy has been squan 
de ed in the purchase of Arkansas bonds, 
and that the Government is dishonored by 
the transaction, is also false. 

The Government is now sending arms to 
East Tennessee. 

Washington, August 21. — A special to the 
New York Commercial Advertiser says the 
feeling among the military authorities is 
intense against Russell, of the London 
Times. They assert that some of hie state- 
ments are false. 

There is lees anxiety respecting an attack 
on Washington. All is qniet to-day. 

Mr. Boteler, late M. C. from Harper’s 
Ferry District, has been arrested. It is 
reported he will be sent to Fort Lafayette. 

Washington, August 21. — The Eevere 
strictures of the newspapers on the Admin- 
istration are regarded as attacks on the 
country, and many are suspected of being 
in the intereet of the Secessionists. This 
subject is attracting attention in Washing- 
ton. 

Major Barry, in Gen. McClelland staff, 
is to-day appointed Brigadier-Genera* of 
volunteers. 

New York, August 21. — The schooner 
Webster, arrived, reports being chased by 
a privateer in latitude 22°, longitude 8-3'. 
Also the bark Cordelia chased in latitude 
22°. longitude 67'. 

The gun- boat Keystone State left St. 
Thomas on the 18th inst. in eearch of 
privateers. 

The 8umpter putinto the port cf Trinidad 
to coal. 

The Jeff. Davis was seen cn the Moma 
passage on the 10th inst., where she took a 
schooner. 

New York, Aug 21. — A British schooner 
has arrived from Bermuda with 507 barrels 
spirits turpentine, probably run over from 
North Carolina. 

The schooner Pharoah, from Curacoa 6th, 
has reported the capture of the 8umpter as 
untrue. Nothing has been heard from her 
since she left on the 24th ulL It is rumored 
the Governor was called to an account for 
allowing her to enter port. 

Harrisburg, August 21.— The procla- 
mation of Governor Curtin has been nobly 
responded to. More than 3,000 men have 
already been forwarded. The First, com- 
manded by Col. Black, ex.Governor of 
Nebraska, left for Washington last evening, 
and two others are folly equipped and will 
march in a few days. The remainder will 
be made np and dispatched at the rate of 
two regiments a week. All regiments will 
be offioered by experienced men, selected 
with great caution by Gov. Curtin, most of 
whom have seen active service in the field, 
and about two-thirds of the rank and file 
are recruited from returned volunteers. 

Cincinnati, August 21. — The heaviest 
rain ever known to fall in this city, for an 
hour and a half, fell thie afternoon. Streets 
were flooded, cellars filled, roads washed 
away, and a great deal of damage done. 

Alexandria, August 21. — The largest 
Confederate force between Manassas and 
our lines is near Fairfax Court-house. 

All is quiet on the Potomac. 

Boston, Aug. 21. — Mr. Mosley, Minister 
to Austria, was passenger on tfie Eurcpa, 
which sailed to day. 



Glasgow, Mo , August 20. — About 2,500 
SeBessionists have assembled in Saline 
county, and are organizing either to join 
General Price’s army in the South, or for 
local operations in the surrounding counties. 
In view of the latter purpose the Union 
citizens cf the place have sent to Genera] 
Fremont for protection. 

Some thousand or more Secessionists of 
Chariton oounty crossed the Missouri river 
at Brunswick on Saturday, and marched to 
join Price’s forces in the Southwest. They 
took a large number of horses and wagons 
with them. 

Moxtpilibb, Vi., Aug. 21 — The Union 
Convention nominated for Governor, Hon. 
Andrew Tracey, of Woodstock. The Con- 
vention was unanimous and enthusiastic.

Lyon, and right skillfully, gallantly and 
nobly did he carry on and bring to a glorious 
termination that fe&rfbl contest.

Washington, August 20. — Brig. Gen.

Any regular organization will be 
permitted to volunteer in the service of the 
United States if the members thereof so 
desire.
